TRALEE, Eire, Jan. 19— The life of 
Frank Chamberlain, son of the Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister was endangered 
today by the explosion 
of a crude 
home made bomb in what local au­

government. 
Chamberlain 
was not injured by the violent blast 
which shattered hundreds of windows­ 
ill a hotel where he is 
vacationing. 
The explosion took place behind tie. 
hotel in this southwestern Irish town, 
just north of the Lake of Killarney. 
Officials of the Tralee Civic Guard 
revealed that they had feared demon­ 
strations against the 
British 
Prime 
Minister 
by 
Irish opponents of his 
policies through some sort of action 
against his son. 
“The bombing,” it was said by ofti 
d a is, “was seriously intended, and not 
in the nature of any prank demonstra­ 
tion. 
Three 
detectives 
have 
been 
guarding Chamberlain night and day 
since he arrived in Tralee on Mon­ 
day.” 
Police lodged an immediate investi­ 
gation and scoured the district for the 
perpetrators of the explosion. 
They 
found parts of a crude bomb similar 
to those discovered after several of 
the recent explosions in England, and 
continued their inquiry, working on 
the theories that th** outrage might 
be the work of Irish Republican Army 
agitators.
